Account of Experience in Gulf 
Coast Storm. 

F. M. 

Loses His Life and His Brother Has Nar- 
row Escape From Death. 

The tropical hurricane which swep 
over Louisiana September 20th des 
troyed hundreds of lives and several 
thousand dollars worth of property. 
Among the dead is Mr. F. M. Smith, 
who formerly lived in Jeffersontown 
and who leaves many warm friends 
here to mourn his sad death. 

D. P. Smith and son, Baker, F. M. 
Smith and a young man named Hu- 
bert had gone down on the coast 
Sea Breeze to a pleasure 
camp, 35 miles from Houma. Mr. C. 
P. Smith, who narrowly escaped los- 
his life, gave a New Orleans Pic- 
ayune correspondent a graphic des- 
:ription of the terrible experience 
through which they passed. He said: 
When we reached Albert Dupont's 
camp Sunday, it was then blowing a 
pretty stiff breeze, but we thought 
nothing of it. The wind continued to 
freshen, and still we did not feel un- 
easy and tried to get some sleep Sun- 
day night. It was blowing very hard 
and I don't believe that I slept half 
an hour. Finally, about 2 o'clock a. m. 
I realized we were in rather a serious 
predicament, and advised everybody
